Although  occupying  a  place  in  the  course  of  study  in  every  school  of  advanced 
grade  for  thirty-five  or  forty  years  past,  the  study  of  English  Literature  is  still  in  a 
formative  condition.  Strong  efforts  have  been  made  by  earnest  teachers  to  shape  their 
work  so  as  to  place  this  branch  upon  the  same  footing  as  other  studies  ;  but  these 
efforts  have  been  only  partially  successful.  The  fact  that  rarely  more  than  one  year  is 
devoted  to  the  subject,  proves  this.  *  *  *  '**  Any  rational  method  will  require 

that  the  complete  individual  work,  and  not  a  selection,  must  be  taken  as  a  basis.  As 
the  number  of  entire  works  that  might  be  studied  profitably  is  far  beyond  the  capacity 
of  any  school,  a  hint  is  given  by  the  methods  used  in  the  ancient  classics. 

In  addition  to  the  individual  works  selected  from  a  few  great  English  classics,  the 
next  thing  to  do  is  to  incorporate  them,  with  an  outline,  at  least,  of  the  character  of  the 
age  in  which  they  were  written.  A  few  contemporary  authors,  treated  with  some  full¬ 
ness,  will  reflect  the  salient  features  of  an  age  much  better  than  a  series  of  brief  biog¬ 
raphies  of  a  large  or  small  number  of  authors. 

As  a  knowledge  of  more  than  one  period  is  essential,  (for  our  greatest  classics,  like 
the  ancient  classics,  do  not  belong  to  one  time,)  in  order  to  preserve  unity  of  structure, 
these  periods  should  be  connected  by  such  historical  facts  as  will  make  them  stand  out 
in  bold  relief  to  both  student  and  teacher. 

The  choice  of  a  few  great  classics  is  not  a  difficult  one  to  make.  Five  of  our  authors, 
Chaucer,  Spenser,  Shakespeare,  Bacon,  and  Milton,  stand  above  all  others.  The  de¬ 
velopment  of  a  fondness  for  these,  in  addition  to  the  resulting  mental  culture,  will  lead 
to  the  formation  of  correct  taste,  and  a  thorough  appreciation  of  the  best  works  of  all 
subsequent  writers.

Brown’s  Physiology  and  Hygiene  is  divided  into  fifty  lessons ,  with 
the  intention  of  adapting  it  to  the  common  division  of  the  school  year, 
into  terms  of  about  twelve  weeks  each.  If  five  lessons  are  recited  each 
week,  the  work  can  be  completed  in  one  term ,  and  leave  ten  recitations 
for  review.  If  it  is  desirable  to  devote  more  time  to  the  study,  the  les¬ 
sons  may  be  divided  and  the  work  distributed  over  two  terms,  devoting 
the  first  to  Physiology  and  the  second  to  Hygiene.

In  passing  from  a  known  to  an  unknown  language,  we  should  use  the  shortest, 
easiest,  and  most  direct  route.  This  will  be  accomplished  by  first  selecting  the  points 
in  the  unknown  language  which  are  similar  to  those  in  the  known. 

The  noun,  the  name,  being  the  first  and  simplest  part  of  speech,  and  differing  very 
little  in  its  general  uses  in  the  different  languages,  is  that  which  one  would  naturally 
select  as  the  first  to  present  to  a  learner;  its  declensions  and  simpler  uses  are  readily 
understood  by  beginners.  In  connection  with  these,  other  declined  forms  can  be  in¬ 
troduced  as  they  resemble  the  nouns,  the  adjectives  with  nouns  of  the  same  declension, 
and  afterward  pronouns. 

The  verb  being  the  hill  of  difficulty  in  all  languages,  should  be  attempted  last,  and 
should  be  presented  to  the  pupil,  not  as  mere  work  to  memorize,  but  as  a  simple  and 
beautiful  system,  which  the  mind  seizes  with  satisfaction  when  presented  in  its  logical 
relations. 

This  is  the  plan  which  has  been  followed  in  these  First  Latin  Lessons;  neverthe¬ 
less  the  exescises  consist  from  the  beginning  of  complete  sentences,  as  the  verb  is  intro¬ 
duced  at  first  in  its  simplest  form  in  the  third  person  singular  and  plural. 

The  constructions  and  rules  are  presented  under  the  same  plan. 
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The  exercises  consist,  with  very  few  exceptions,  of  sentences  taken  from  Caesar’s 
Commentaries,  thus  a  vocabulary  of  classical  Latin  is  formed  in  the  very  beginning. 

The  exercises  in  English  to  be  translated  into  Latin  correspond  with  each  Latin 
exercise,  so  that  the  English  exercises  are  in  fact  review  lessons.
